The Asso- 
ciation will, however, afford to purchasers every facility for 
employing at current and reasonable rates carriers and pack- 
ers; doing so, however, without any assumption of responsi- 
bility on its part for the acts and charges of the parties en- 
gaged for such service. 

6. Storage of any purchase shall be at the sole risk of the 
purchaser. Title passes upon the fall of the auctioneer’s ham- 
mer, and thereafter, while the Association will exercise due 
caution in caring for and delivering such purchase, it will
